Interesting Coinsofthe Month 

Mintage Statistics 



Collectors have always wondered why certain coins are rare and 
why certain issues were minted in very limited numbers. There is 
a long list of these coins and many reasons including economics, 
demand, wars and various additional reasons are to blame. I have 
listed a few here with the reason for their low mintages. 

• 1815 Half Dollar 47,150 - Disastrous fire at the mint in early 1815, closing 

the mint for the rest of the year. Also the reason for no 1815 cents. 

• 1852 Half Dollar 77,130 - Silver became worth more than face value, thus, 

mintage dropped until the standard was changed in 1853. 

• 1877 Indian Head Cent 877,000 - Redemption of old large cents to coin 

new cents dropped to virtually nothing so copper was in short supply. 

• 1878-S Half Dollar - 12,000 Production directed to coining Morgan silver 

dollars, also the reason for low mintages for the rest of the series. 

• 1916 Standing Liberty Quarter 52,000 - Late authorization pushed the start 

of coining to late December 1916. 

• 1928 Peace Dollar 360,649 - Silver available from the 1918 melting of the 

Pittman act ran out. Additional silver was not allocated until 1934. 

• 1932-D&S Quarter 436,800/408,000 - Intended to be a commemorative 

issue thus, limited issue for circulation.

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Feature Article - Numismatic Fact or Fiction Doug Nyhoim 

I bring you two items this month foryou to decide 'Fact orFiction.' 

Most of us have heard the story of J osh Tatum and the gold plated 1883 type 1 Uberty nickels. 

J osh gold plated these nickelsand would then attemptto purchase an item valued at a few 
cents, he would place hisgold plated nickel on the counterand hopefully await change for 
$5. Fie wassubsequently arrested and tried fordefrauding merchants but was not convicted 
based upon a technicality, he neverstated thatthe coin wasa $5 coin but merely accepted 
whateverchange wasretumed. Tbuswe have heard the cliche "I’m J oshing You" came asa 
result of these eventsof overa century ago. Flowever, research indicatesthe first use and 
history of this statement "I'm J oshing You” date to only the early I960's. So isthiswishful 
thinking that it truly originated with J osh Tatum in 1883 asa result of hisgold plated nickelsor 
somewhere else? Is the true origin of this c lie he lost in time? We many neverknow but it sure 
makesfora good story. 

The second item is the coinage of New England dated 1652. It has long been reported in the 
numismatic press thatthe Willow Tree, OakTnee, and Pine Tree coinages had the date frozen 
of 1652 because they were illegal coinagesforbidden bythe King of England. Thus by freezing 
the date but continuing coinage forover30 years the King would be fooled and nottake 
action against the colonial mint. Louisjordan in his land mark book on New England coinage 
devotes an entire chapterto this subject. In summary he states that there was no freeze but in 
faetthe date wasonly used asa date forthe beginning of the coinage aswasthe practice at 
that time in Europe. Monarchsand coinage in medieval Europe did not have a change in 
date each subsequent year. The coinage wasdated upon the initiation of the design or 
coinage orchange of Monarch and did not change until some significant event took place. 
Annual dating of coinage didn't really take place until the 1600'sand then only randomly, it 
waspracticed more and more beginning in the 1700's. So the debate continuesbut I tend to 
agree with LouisJ ordan, the freeze wasn’t due to anything otherthan the normal practicesat 
the time in New England. You decide. 


There are many othersuch storiesand rumors related to coinage. J ust remember, when it 
comesto actual facts regarding coins thatare 200-300 or more yearsold documentation doe 
not exist. Research is based upon history, most likely reason, and expert research and not 
everyone agrees. If you have a related story I urge you to share it with the UNS.

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ANA Urges Members to Contact Congress 

Goal is to Repeal New 1099 Requirements 

COLORADO SPRINGS - The American Numismatic Association urges its members to contact their members of 
Congress and ask to repeal a law that could significantly increase the paperwork burden on dealers and increase the risk of 
identity theft for all collectors who buy and sell numismatic material. 

Under Section 9006 of the Patient Protection and Affordable Care Act, commonly known as health care reform 
legislation, businesses will be required to report all goods and services purchased in excess of $600 with an IRS 1099 
form. As written, the law would, beginning in 2012, require all coin dealers to report on IRS form 1099 all goods and 
services (totaled across a taxable year) they purchase from other dealers and customers in excess of $600. 

While the legislation applies to all types of businesses, an unusual burden would be placed on numismatic dealers who, 
unlike most businesses, buy goods and services from each other and their retail clients. In addition, dealers will be 
required to gather personal information on all clients who sell them goods or services in excess of $600, including name, 
address and social security number. 

“All dealers will be disproportionately and unfairly impacted by this legislation,” said ANA Executive Director Larry 
Shepherd. “As a former dealer, I can see how a small-to-medium-sized dealer could easily be required to submit 1,000 or 
more 1099s in a typical year, at very significant cost. In addition, all collectors would be forced to give out personal 
information that could increase the possibility of identity theft. This section of the healthcare reform bill is a nightmare for 
everyone in this hobby. We need to make sure that our voices are heard.” 

Shepherd cautioned that the numismatic community should understand that this is not a new tax, but rather a method by 
which the IRS can collect more information in hopes that more taxpayers will report taxable income. The assumption is 
that the new regulation would generate about $17 billion over 10 years, increasing tax revenue to cover some of the costs 
of health care reform. 

Already, Rep. Dan Lungren (R-CA) has introduced HR 5141 to repeal this part of the health care reform act, and Sen. 
Mike Johanns (R-NE) has introduced a companion bill in the Senate, S. 3578. Both bills are titled “The Small Business 
Paperwork Mandate Elimination Act,” and will likely need more co-sponsors in the House of Representatives and Senate. 
“The ANA urges everyone who loves this hobby to contact your representatives and urge them to sign on to HR 5141 and 
to contact both your senators and urge them to sign on to S. 3578,” Shepherd said.

Version for Collectors/Investors 

Subject: SUPPORT (either HR 5141 or S 3578): Small Business Paperwork Mandate Elimination Act 
Please repeal the new IRS Form 1099 requirement found in Section 9006 of Public Law 111-148, the Health Care Reform 
Act, that requires all small businesses to issue a tax information reporting form to virtually all of their customers and 
vendors, including corporations. This will be devastating to all small businesses. 

This new law creates a monumental increase in paperwork for small businesses already overburdened by government 
regulation and reporting requirements. 

In addition, I will be required to give my confidential tax ID information to many businesses that may not be capable of 
keeping this information secure. I am concerned about identity theft as I am required to provide my Social Security 
number and other identifying information when conducting transactions. When showing my driver’s license as proof of 
identity, the license includes my name, address and date of birth! 

I urge you to co-sponsor HR 5141 (or S 3578) to prevent this business and personal security nightmare.
